FOLKS EXPECTED THE NEWS. 
(BY DIRECT WIKRK TO THE 

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—{E: clusive

"York Tribune.) The Tribune's London 
cable, dated February 77, says that 
by a singular coincidence, English- 
men have been awaiting. on the eve 
of the anniversary of the battle of 
Majuba Hill, tidings of two de- 
cisive victories by Roberts and Bul- 
ler. Neltther the surrender of Cronje 
nor the relief of Ladysmith had been 
officially reported at midnight, al- 
though both events seemed imminent. 
Roberts was drawing a closer cordon 
every day around Cronje’s desperate 
burghers, and his engineérs were sap- 
ping steadily toward the doomed Boer 
force. He was also repulsing the 
feeble efforts of Dutch commandoes to 
break through his lines. Buller, in 
Natal, was slowly, but surely, driving 
his army like a wedge between the 
enemy's entrenched at 


Grobler’s Kloof /and Bulwana. where 
the hills are lowest. His firihge. line 
was within three miles of -Caesar’s 
Camp, where White's garrison had 
made ite gallant fight early in Jan- 
uary. 

Victory seemed so near, both east 
and weet, that the crowd of loungers 
in Pall Mall, besieging the War Of- 
fice, held its ground hour after hour. 
in confident expectation of receiving 
joyful tidings, but there was no of- 
ficial confirmation of the premature 
rumors which were in the air. Par- 
lament was without secret cues from 
the Ministers. The War Office was 
holding nothing back, . and was con- 
fident that good news was coming 
which would stir every Englishman's 
biood. Press dispatches from Paarde- 
berg described a series of fights Fri- 
day and Saturday, with commandoes 
which were attacking: Roberts's out- 
posts from east and south. 

The assavit began at daybreak Fri- 
day. and three’ Boer attempts were 
made during the day to reach Cronje's 
position, and there was renewed fight- 
ing the following day, one attacking 
foree numbered 19900. and another 500. 
and the Borderers and Yorkshires had 
no difficulty in repulsing the Assault 
and cutting off and capturing about 
100 Boers. The maneuvering of these 
battalions was brilliant, and it was“ 
well supported by batteries. A portion 
of French's cavairy also had a similar 
fight with the Dutch forces coming 
from Faurestmith.

Scattered Boers to Come Together. 
Difficult to Believe That Me Can Be 
Rescueé—Buller Faces the Last Po- 
sition in Front of Ladysmith. 


{A. P. SIGHT REPORT./ 

LONDON, Feb. 27, 4:20 a.m.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.] The Boers are as- 
sembling an army near Bloemfontein, 
with which to dispute the invasion of 

Roberts. This intelligence comes 
from Pretoria by way of Lorenzo 
Marquez. The commandoes are de- 
scribed as “hastening from all quar- 
ters of the two republics.” 

No estimate is made of their num- 
bers, but the withdrawal of the Boers 
from most of the places where they 
[have been tn contact with the British, 
except the district n-oar Ladysmith, 
may raise the resisting force to 30,000 


men. 

This figure assumes that the Boers 
haye ‘between 60,000 and 70,000 men in 
the field. The gathering of this army 
across the path of Lord Roberts gives 
significance to Gen. Cronje's steadfast 
defense. He has engaged the corps of 
Lord Roberts for ten days now, and 
whether he is relieved or not, he has 
given time for the dispersed Boer fac- 
tions to get together and prepare posi- 
tions to receive the British’ advance 
when Cronje is overcome and Lord 
Roberts moves forward. It is difficult

She had failed to ful- 
fill the provisions of the treaty of 1783; 
she was believed to ‘have secretly 
aided hostile Indians; she had se 
American ships and impressed Amert- 
can seamen into the British service. It 
would have been easy to plunge the 
two nations into renewed conflict. The 


Federalists had been prevented by the 
opposition from equipping a navy ade- 
quate to the protection of our com- 
merce, ang a palligtive policy seemed 
the only possible one in view of the 
weakness of the infant nation. Wash- 
ington’s special envoy, John Jay, had 
succeeded in 1795 in arranging a treaty 
not, indeed, entirely satisfactory to his 
own people, but which, under the in- 
fluence of the President's calm, con- 
vincing persuasion, was accepted in 
place of the only other alternative, 
war.

These 
investigations were made by means of 
a machine in which the conditions of 
high mountain altitudes were simu- 
lated, and the patient was made to 
breathe through a tube connected with 
this machine exactly the kind of alr, 
both as to rarefaction and 
would be Inspired on the mountain 
Prof. Mosso this way proved that 
is not from lack of oxygen that men 
suffer on lofty mountains or when up 
in a balloon. In the former case,

what is usually termed 

mountain sickness. Prof. Mosso prove, 
in fact, that the alterations in breath - 
ing and heart pulsations are not the 
result of chemica! changes in the air, 
but of some chemical change in the 
nerve centers. He went a step further 
in search of the cause of sleepiness 
and hemorrhages, which take place on 
lofty mountains. He proved that the 
olf idea that these were caused by a 
lack of circulation of blood to the 
brain is baseless. In one of his experi- 
ments Prof. Mosso made a boy breathe 
air in which the normal proportions of 
oxygen and nitrogen had Coan changed. 
n the amount of oxygen wae re- 
duced the results were as if the boy 
were on a high mountain. Prof. Mosse 
claims to have proved conclusiveiy that 
the physiological change which takes 
place in a man who ascends even 15,000 
feet above the sea level, resul from 
the rarity of the atmosphere, not 
cause anaemia or congestion of the 


blood tn the brain. He ved also 
that under proper preca men 
may live in high altitudes with com- 


fort and health. 
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
